A plan to extend the time of pay­ 
ment on debts contracted by farmers 
thi* year, for the production of the 
1920 cotton crop, to enable them to 
market their 
product as the tarada 
needs it, is suggested in a communica­ 
tion 
received 
today by The Daily 
from State Senator W. H. Smith, of 
Town Creek. 
L;,-Ll 
Mr. Smith suggests that the gover­ 
nors of the several Southern Btates 
meet in conference with the attorneys 
general of the states and adopt uni­ 
form laws, extending credit, in carder 
to meet the present emergency. 
Mr. Smith's letter in full follows: 
To the Editor Albany-Decatur Daily: 
Much has been aaid and* written 
regarding the present unparalied situ­ 
ation in the financial conditions exist­ 
ing in the South. The most optimistic 
will not deny that we are in the grip 
of 
a 
financial paralysis that bodes 
endless evil to the cotton grower and 
the retail merchant of the South. This 
condition is fully as serious for the 
banker and the wholesale merchant as 
for. the farmer and retailer. 
With 
only about a half crop of cotton made 
and the existing low price it looks like 
the farmer and merchant of the South 
are headed for bankruptcy and ruin. 
This wiU mean ruin, of serious em­ 
barrassment, to the wholesalers and 
the banks. 
There can be no contro­ 
verting the fact tH&t the crop of 1920 
cost more to grow and market Gian 
any crop in the history of the United 
Skates. At the close of the Civil war 
prices were high-perhaps as high aa 
they were this year—but there was 
but little credit and the farmers got 
by the best they -could and owed but 
little when their crops were ready for 
market. They were in very good con­ 
dition to meet the demands of the 
next year. / 
This year prices were high and cre­ 
dit good and most people have gone 
Up opttt» or at lea^t, have had to 
buy high-prked (eed, and supplies for 
their famine* and the farm, 
t «. a * 
«Out of Proportion 
The prices paid are al! out of pro­ 
portion to the price of the crops they 
grew. There is no doubt that It has 
cost the eotton grower 30 eenta a pound 
to moke his cotton. He is getting 2l 
cents and the market still declining. 
It Is obvious that he cannot meet his 
obligations 
to 
the 
merchant, and 
equaHy 
obvious 
that the merchant 
cannot meet his obligations to 
the 
wholesale merchants and the 
banks. 
The more cotton the farmer sells the 
lower the market goes—the more he 
tries to pay the less able he Is to do 
so. 
There is but one solution to the 
problem, and that is, the cotton""crop 
must bring mare money than it is 
bringing. How to bring this about is 
the puzzle. 
I have thought it might be dono by 
the Legislatures of the several South­ 
ern states, passing laws to extend the 
time of paym ent on the debts con­ 
tracted this year; to make them pay­ 
able in installments, with the legal 
rate of interest to accrue, and thus, 
making it possible for the farmers 
to market their cotton as the demands 
of trade call for it, and not put it all 
on the market in the next few weeks. 
This law t# apply to all debts exist­ 
ing in the cotton states.

This will net be repudiation, but the 
direct opposite. 
It will do more to
